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ALABAMA WILL PRESENT SENATOR 
OSCAR UNDERWOOD FOR PRESIDENCY 


Montgomery, Ala., July 31— 
Oscar W. Underwood, senator 
from Alabama, Tuesday was 
presented as a candidate for 
the presidency of the United 
States by a mass meeting com- 
posed of a gathering of the 
House and Senate of the Ala- 
bama Legislature in the capitol 
of the Confederacy. The un- 
animous endorsement of Sena- 
tor Underwood followed his 
speech before a joint session of 
the legislature. The following 
resolutions, adopted without a 
dissenting vote, had the ap- 
proval of prohibition leaders, 
who expressed themselves as 
satisfied with Senator Under- 
wood’s explanation of his 


-views on the liquor question: 


“Whereas, for more than half 
of a century the State of Ala- 
bama, with her sister states of 
the South, has supported with 
passionate devotion the princi- 
ples of the Democratic party, 
and have followed with un- 
swerving loyalty its candidates 
from whatever state they may 
be selected, making no demand 
for themselves, and 

Whereas, through their at- 
tachment to the principles of 
the party which has made it a 
vital influence in the life of the 
nation, and 

Whereas, the state of Ala- 
bama possesses in her senior 
senator, Oscar W. Underwood, | 
who for nearly 30 years has 
represented her in the National 
Congress with ever-increasing 
and merited distinction, the 
greatest Democrat this repud- 
lic has produced in many years 
and 

Whereas, the state of Ala- 
bama and her citizens present 
to the nation this great Demo- 
crat asa candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for the 
presidency, in the full confi- 
dence that his election will dig- 
nify even that exalted office, 
and that under his administra- 
tion of national affairs this gov- 
ernment would enter into the 
paths of prosperity and of for-

Underwood’s address, Repre- 
sentative F. E. St. John, of Cull- 
man, arose and moved that the 
body become a mass meeting 
for the purpose of presenting 
Alabama’s candidate. Mr. St. 
John suggested that Governor 
Brandon become the chairman. 
Gov. Brandon accepted. 

Representative C. W. Ash- 
eraft, of Lauderdale, was the 
first speaker. He addressed a 
tribute to Senator Underwood, 
saying that Alabama must 
stand up unitedly and say 
“This is the man.” Mr, Ash- 
craft concluded by offering a 
resolution that the state of 
Alabama call upon her sister 
states of the South to elev te 
Senator Underwood to the 
presidency.

and indorsed his candidacy.
